THE MAYOR 

In the Book of Proverbs, Agur in 
his confession of faith, exclaims, 
“There be three things which are too- 
wonderful for me, yes, four which I 
know not. The, way of an eagle in 
the air; the way of a serpent upon a 
rock; the way of a ship in the midst 
of the sea; and the way of a man 
with a maid.” To these should be 
added a fifth, “the man who aspires 
to be a Mayor.” Why in the name of 
all that is wonderful any man should 
wish to be a Mayor, and aspire to be 
a Mayor, and work to be a Mayor, is 
like the peace of God, it passeth all 
understanding. But there it is. They 
do. And these few observations arise 
from a deep sense of this impenetra¬ 
ble mystery. 

The Mayor is sometimes called the 
Chief Magistrate, the First Gentle¬ 
man of the Community and many 
other high sounding names, but it 
must be understood that these refer 
to the office and not the occupant, 
otherwise one would suspect sarcasm, 
for the truth is ,that next to the Tax 
Collector, who is in a class all by 
himself, the Mayor is generally the 
best abused man in the community 

The office of Mayor is no doubt a 
survival of, or to be more exact, an 
evolution from, the tribal customs of 
our rough and ready ancestors. To 
keep order, to give counsel, to exer¬ 
cise a parental authority, to some¬ 
times decapitate, in the literal sense 
be it noted any unruly and obstreper¬ 
ous member of the tribe, it was ne¬ 
cessary to have a Headman, and al¬ 
though to-day the Mayor is not cal¬ 
led upon to hack some poor fellow’s 
head off, nevertheless he is the Head¬ 
man, and as such we ought to pay 
him as much respect as we would if 
he prowled around with a blood¬ 
thirsty axe in his hands. 

From time immemorial, men have 
sought the ideal “Headman” or as 
we know him the Mayor, but it is to 
be feared that he is a “rara avis in 
terris” and alas, is not for this im¬ 
perfect generation. Some say that 
Elijah was the nearest approach to 
this ideal, and see what hapened to 
him, he was transported direct to 
heaven. Whether there are mayors 
in heaven or not we do not know, but 
judging from some of the unfortun¬ 
ate occupants of the office, they are 
not unknown in the other place. 

A Mayor should of course be a 
serious person. Indeed can he be any¬ 
thing else? A Mayor who set out to 
be funny would no doubt be seriously 
reprimanded by those august gentle¬ 
men known as Aldermen and Coun¬ 
cillors, but if only a Mayor could be 
found who would be bold enough to 
try and inject a little fun and merri¬ 
ment into those funereal proceedings 
known as a “Meeting of the City 
Fathers,” his name would go down to 
posterity as a real benefactor of tne 
human race. 

It has always seemed to me that 
the Mayor, as a rule, appears too 
much in public. True it is he has to 
lead processions, head deputations, 
sit with a silly smile and listen to all 
kind of long winded gentlemen hold¬ 
ing forth on the “Advantages of our 
Glorious City’’ and so on, and appear 
as if he enjoyed it, still if the Mayor 
was only seen on very rare occasions 
it would add to his dignity and pres¬ 
tige. The more mysterious you make 
a ruler the more exalted he is. I 
don’t mean of course that he should 
be hidden behind a- curtain and only 
peeped at like the fat woman in a cir 
cus, but there should be an aroma of 
mystery and power, something be¬ 
yond the average mortal, surround¬ 
ing his personality and his doings, 
that would strike awe in the breast 
of the unwilling tax payers, and they 
would no more think of giving him a 
bit of their mind on the high mill 
rate than they would of flying the At 
lantic. 

When one thinks of .all the things 
that a Mayor has to know, or that he 
should know, which is much the same 
in the long run, one is filled with 
amazement. He is supposed to be an 
expert on finance, pavements, streets, 
sidwalks, Swimming pools, skating 
rinks, water supply, electric light, 
power systems, baby clinics, homes 
for inebriates, graders, libraries, oh, 
one could go on all day and then not 
finish.

18. The opening session of the con¬ 
vention under the direction of Don. 
H. Bark, president of the association 
will include addresses by Mayor Bury 
of Edmonton and Hon. George Hoad- 
ley, minister of Agriculture. The di¬ 
rectors’ report will be given by A.C. 
B. Grenville of Morrin while W. J. 
Stephen will present the secretary's 
report. 

Seed growers’ problems will be dis¬ 
cussed on Thursday in addresses on 
preparing exhibits by F, S. Grisdaie; 
on diseases of cereal crops by Dr. A. 
W. Henry; on the certified seed po¬ 
tato industry by F. T. Rickett and J. 
W. Marritt; and on plant breeding 
disease resistance by Dr. O. S. Aa- 
modt. Address will also be given 
during the convention by H. A. Craig 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture,.W.J. 
Stephen Field Crops Commissioner 
and G. M. Stewart of the Dominion 
Seed Branch. 

Speakers at the annual banquet of 
the association will include President 
R. C. Wallace of the University of 
Alberta, Hon. George Hoadley, Major 
H. G. L. Strange of Fenn, President 
of the Canadian Seed Growers and 
Don H. Bark, President of the Alber¬ 
ta Seed Growers’ Association. 

Live Stock Men Elect Directors 

W. L. Gray of Millet has been nam 
ed director for Alberta on the execu¬ 
tive of the Canadian Swine Breeders’ 
Association and Richard Knights of 
Calgary and Geo. R. Ball of Strath- 
cona will represent Alberta sheep¬ 
men on the executive of the Canadian 
Sheep Breeders’ Association, it is an¬ 
nounced from Toronto following a 
ballot received from the breededs in 
this province. 

Telephone Service Steadily Growing 

New toll offices were opened, dur¬ 
ing the month of November by the 
Provincial Department of Telephones 
at Nordegg, Horburg, Saunders and 
Alexo west of Rocky Mountain House 
and at Falher and .Donnelly in the 
Peace River district. Construction of 
new lines to several points on the 
Lovett branch is at present under 
way and these will shortly be connect 
ed up with the rest of the system. 
New offices will be opened at Coal 
Valley, Confederation, Embarass, 
Foothills, Stereo and Lovett. A 
town plant is being built at Bonny 
ville, the new townsite on the C.N.R* 
north of St Paul and .similar work is 
being carried out at Elk Point. An 
interesting item in the report of the 
telephone department i8 that over 
250 telephones have been installed 
for elevator companies this season 
and at present a total of 1,288 tele¬ 
phones are in service in elevators 
throughout the province. 

Trials for Commercial Fertilizer 

It is announced following a recent 
conference held at Trail, B.C. that 
experiments to determine the value 
of superphosphate fertilizer on Alber 
ta farm lands will again be carried 
on by the Department Of Agriculture 
during 1929 at various points through 
out the province. The results of the 
experiments along this line conducted 
during the past season are considered 
sufficiently encouraging to warrant 
further tests. Free supplies of the 
fertilizer will again be furnished by 
Trail Smelter and will be carried 
free of charge by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Special attention will be 
paid during the coming year to the 
effects of this commercial fertilizer 
when applied in some of the areas of 
lighter soil in central and northern 
Alberta. 


FARM STORAGE 

For the first time in the history of 
grain growing in Western Canada, 
producers will be paid for storing 
their wheat on their farms. Com¬ 
mencing December 17th Alberta Pool 
members will be paid an extra one 
cent a bushel. If the grain is held 
until January 15th, an additional one 
cent a bushel will be paid. The Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool inaugurated the 
policy of farm storage last spring in 
order that as much wheat as possible 
should be held back on the farms so 
that Pool elevators should handle 
the greater volume. This policy also 
assists the Central Selling Agency. 
Because of the fact that a consider¬ 
able number of shipping points are 
not served by Pool elevators, those 
who deliver at non-Pool houses are 
also being paid farm storage. 

Just how far this new departure 
will be of advantage to the Wheat 
Pool remains to be seen. Possibly 
this year will not show as much bene 
fit as other years to come. It is cer¬ 
tain, however, that the Wheat Pools 
will use this policy to a considerable 
extent and possibly increase the rate 
of farm storage materially in order 
to relieve the tremendous congestion 
in the heavy shipping months of the 
fall. As the Pool elevator system is 
extended it is altogether likely that 
the farm storage plan will greatly aid 
those Pool houses by permitting 
heavier handlings because of longer 
periods of delivery. 


First in the list of Canadian Farm 
papers is the Family Herald and 
Weekly Star, Montreal. It’s only $1 
a year or three years for $2. It is 
attracting world-wide attention. 


Today, ten years after the armis¬ 
tice, the Western front is disappear¬ 
ing into the past. Much has vanish¬ 
ed under the plowed surfaces cover¬ 
ed with new brick and stone village^, 
leaving only the cemeteries and me¬ 
morials. It was expected that recon¬ 
struction would take fifty years. It 
is all but completed in ten. Through 
the stricken arpa, extending for 600 
miles, cathedrals, universities, coal 
mines, industrial plants, railways, 
roads, farms and villages lay in the 
path of destruction. More than 1,000- 
000 buildings were destroyed. 

Today all the roads, railways, 
bridges gnd canals are in working 
order 98 per cent, of the mines and 
industrial plants are restored, 90 per 
cent, of the public buildings and 85 
per cent, of the farm buildings and 
homes. This year you will see almost 
complete restoration, except for the 
ancient landmarks which cun never 
be restored. 

A flood of war monuments still 
marks the line of battle and of cerne 
taries these are endless members. 
There are 600 purely military ^jteme-J 
containing British and overseas dead. 
Forty cemeteries most of them of 
British lie within a two mile radius 
of the grand place'"iW'Ypres, Most of 
the temporary head stones have been 
replaced with permanent stones. , 

Verdun is one vast cemejerv which 
cannot be reclaimed and the most 
terrible of all memorials of the war 
is the great tomb being built to Ver- 
duns unidentified dead. The central-. 
tower is finshed and the light in it 
burns nightly lighting the wooden 
crosses, 300,000 French and German 
here lie “missing” 

The returning refugees, seeking 
their old homes along this battle line 
have' turned everything to their 
needs. The old barbed wire entangle 
ments have been straightened and 
now keep the coW’s in, rather than 
men off. The army huts are chicken 
houses and cow bams, and occasion¬ 
ally cottages with roses growing 
round. The corrugated iron has serv¬ 
ed a thousand civilian needs. Rusty 
bayonets, relics of the war, have been 
carted away to be made into ingots 
of fine steel. The peasants in ever- 
increasing numbers returned to flat¬ 
ten the trenches and shellholes. The 
ploughs followed, and next came 
growing crops. 

Money has flowed from Hrtain, U, 
S., Norway and Denmark to aid the. 
French in restoring as far as may be 
possible the Rlu4uis Cathedral and 
other great treasure houses. 

But to the old army man who re¬ 
turns to the scene of battle, it is all 
unfamiliar. He. searches in vain for 
this and that landmark. His mind 
carries pictures of desolation, and of 
a khaki inhabited battle line. In¬ 
stead of which he sees new villages, 
new homes, growing crops, peaceful 
people and flowers blooming. 

It is a tribute to the enduring 
strength of the inhabitants of this 
long area, but it is foreign land to 
the ex soldier.—New York Times.

The Mun 
icipal Act provides that aldermen 
may be paid at the rate of $5 for 
each council or committee meetihgT 
they a-tended the amount not to ex- I 
ceed $200 per year.

PREMIER WHO IS STILL YOUNG

Premier Ring recently passed an¬ 
other milestone after the half-century 
of life, but though he. attained the 
age of 54 years he is still young as 
Premiers go, and, rather than des¬ 
cending, is ascending the steps of 
wisdom and experience. As a Prime 
Minister his experience can be said 
to be not very long—he has been 
Premier for seven years. But they 
are seven years in which Premier 
King has developed those qualities 
which are essential to the leadership 
in affairs which his office imposes. 
Seven years of practically continuous 
hold of office is sufficiently long for 
a man to be judged in his relation to 
his office. It will not be merely in 
the spirit of political partisanship 
that it will be said of Premier King 
that he has well and wsely filled the 
highest office in Canada.- He has giv 
en dignity to it and has been alive to 
its responsibilities. He has earned a 
regard and a reputation not only in 
Canada but in 'Great Britain in the 
•part he has played in the counsels of 
the Empire as representative of the 
Dominion. He has- given Canada a 
place of distinction in the Empire, 
and in the relations of the Dominion 
to the Motherland. It is only true to 
say that when Premier King first be¬ 
came Premier there were those who 
looked doubtfully on the way he 
would fill the position. These doubts 
have been dispelled in the way he 
has established himself in vision and 
in statesmanship during the seven 
years he has been Prime Minister. 
He has still many years of usefulness 
before him when his ape is reckoned. 
—Lethbridge Herald.

Early Sunday morning the home of 
William Douglas was burned, east of 
Innisfail. A nine year old son was 
burned to death and Mr. and Mrs.

Orders for Douglas fir have exceed 
ed production by 8.6 per cent, and 
shipments have been in excess of cut 
ting by 10.4 per cent, during the 25 
weeks from May 1st to October 20th 
according to studies made from the 
reports of 102 major mills of the 
Douglas fir region by the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association, 

British Columbia is entering a new 
electric era, having a programme in 
hand which will increase the power 
output by 50 per cent, within the next 
two years, and will involve an expen 
diture of more than $10,000,000. It 
is estimated that another 218,000 h. 
p. will be added, wihin the two year 
period to the 480,000 h.p. already un 
der harness. Big projects are sched¬ 
uled for Bridge River, South Slocan, 
Pend Oreille, Elk River, Jordan River 
and the shuswap river. 

The University of Alberta (agricul 
tural departmnet) test of Renfrew 
wheat extending over a period of 
four years leads research workers to 
the conclusion that this wheat is well 
adapted to southern and eastern parts 
fall is limited length of straw int- 
fall is limited length of straw, im¬ 
portant and danger from early frosts 
-small, this variety has met with sue- 
cess. Renfrew and Marquis give 
similar rust re-actions, both being 
non-resistant. Renfrew averaged in 
tests over five'bushels per acre more 
than Marquis. In length and strength 
of straw Renfrew was found to be 
superior to Marquis. It had practi¬ 
cally the same milling and baking 
value. The average growing period 
at all Alberta stations except Edmon¬ 
ton showed Renfrew to be two days 
later than Marquis. At Edmonton it 
was five days later.

Canada has 3,738 tuberculosis-free i 
herds as compared with 2,068 herds 
in 1925. Before a herd is designated 
as a tubercular free accredited he?d, 
it must have passed two annual or 
three semi-annual tests without a re¬ 
actor. ■ " 

The Claresholm Town Council in 
response to a petition from a number 
of ratepayers voted at their last meet 
ing on the question of Sunday skat¬ 
ing in the rink. It was carried that 
the rink be kept open from two to 
five p.rri. Sundays for the benefit of 
ticket holders only. 

Of 1413 entering the University of 
Toronto in the first year, 148 are the 
children of retail merchants, farmers 
send 139, artisans 138 and clerks and 
salesmen 131..

He was present at the founding 
of Raymond which is now a thriving 
centre of 2000 souls and famous as 
the nucleus of the beet sugar indus¬ 
try. 

According to a recent press report 
J. Yule, newspaper man of Grande 
Prairie, considers that a conservative 
estimate of the acreage to be placed 
under cultivation in the Peace River 
territory in 1929 will be not less than 
50 per cent, greater than for 1928, 
this being 180 per cent, larger than 
1927. He figures on a grain crop of 
20,000,000 bushels, barring a bad 
season. 

The British Labor Party has ad¬ 
ded a new plank to their platform, in 
view of the greyhound racing and 
the hunting of deer by notables. This 
is it. “Nor can the party be indiffer¬ 
ent, to the needless suffering endured 
by animals. It regards the inuiction 
of cruelty upon them whether under 
the name of sport or for purposes of 
profit, as barbarous and repulsive, 
and it will welcome the extension of 
protective legislation. 

An experiment of great interest is 
being conducted by Noah King, a far¬ 
mer near O’Haton. As a result of 
the long continued spell of dry wea¬ 
ther, Mr. King figured that the soil 
was so dry that wheat seeded now 
would not germinate until the folow- 
ing spring. With his land all pre¬ 
pared, he proceeded to seed 150 acres 
of Marquis and about 25 acres of oats 
If the experiment is not a success, he 
will still have time to re-seed to 
wheat or oats. * 

There are 23 universities in Can¬ 
ada with a total of 43,546 students. 
There are 26,560 men in attendance, 
and 15,977 women. The University of 
Montreal has 9,748 students; McGill 
2,722, Toronto 6,629 and Queens 3,442. 

The mild weather which is so wel¬ 
come to most activities is biddng fair 
to spoil the season for trappers. Bad 
ger skins have declined in quality and 
prices on muskrat, weasel and mink 
are low. The Kit fox is fairly plenti¬ 
ful in south-eastern part of the prov 
ince and bring good returns’. 

A common practice in Alberta is to 
cut the grass growing round sloughs 
for hay. Seeing that many farmers 
depend greatly on this vegetation, 
the University Farm made use of a 
small slough to secure information 
regarding the year after year cutting 
. Since 1923 observations have been 
taken. One half is mowed each July 
and one half is untouched. The mow 
ed stand is found to be weedier than 
the unmowed, and has a thin stand of 
grass. It appears that grasses do not 
grow so readily on the mowed half, 
but that the mowing is effective in 
preventing the encroachment of wil¬ 
low brush. 

Wool growers of Alberta who are 
bent upon a co-operative marketing 
pool on lines similar to those of the 
wheat pool, moved one step nearer to 
that end at a recent conference with 
Premier Brownlee. The meeting was 
a continuation of one held six weeks j 
previous and was attended by repre¬ 
sentatives of five co-operative selling j 
organizations among the wool grow- | 
ers in different parts of the province. | 

October production in Turner _Val- | 
ley, as indicated by deliveries to the 
Iinperial Oil refinery and to the Reg- 1 
al Oil refinery, was 31,607 barrels of | 
oil of all kinds. This production was 
somewhat lower than the figures for j 
September, at 39,014. While the to- j 
tal crude production was more than i 
2000 barrels greater than September, J 
the crude naptha production was less !

Eastern papers every so often are 
surprised about something that exists 
in the West. The St. Marys’ Journal 
Argus is interested in.the new Can¬ 
adian as shown by the following edi¬ 
torial: 

It is noteworthy that in the recent 
contest for best farming in the Cal¬ 
gary disrict that no native Canadians 
were included in the first four prize¬ 
winners. The first three on the list 
were foreign-boms and the fourth a 
native of England. It is being prov¬ 
en in our Canadian West to-day that 
the pioneering spirit prevails in a 
high degree among certain strains of 
non-Anglo Saxon immigrants includ¬ 
ing particularly the men from Nor¬ 
thern Europe. When one considers 
that the total farming population of 
England at the present time is only 
three millions, it is apparent that we 
must not depend entirely upon Brit¬ 
ish-born to populate the Western 
Provinces.
